Music Dept. faculty cancels 
Marching Band Program

By virtue of a unanimous vote of 
the Music department faculty, the 
CSUS marching band program will be 
cancelled at the end of the 1977-78

The announcement was made in 
an Oct. 18 memo from Music 


Department Chairman Norman Lamb 
to CSUS President James G Bond 
and ASi President Heyman Matlock 

The recommendation to cancel the 
program was made by the Music 
Department Curriculum Committee 
and unanimously accepted in a vote 
by the music faculty prior to issuance 
of the memo

SPA meet...AS government audit discussed 
Financial officers also call for increased activities funding

The Student Presidents As- 
sociations (SPA) brought together for 
the first time chief student financial 
officers from most campuses in the 
CSUC system this weekend at CSU 
Chico. The financial officers dis- 
cussed the on - going Trustee audit of 
Associated Student Governments 
and compared the accounting 
procedures of the various Campuses 

The SPA also met to take a final 
stand on the Instructionally Related 
Activities (IRA) fee. The SPA insisted 
on allowing each campus to have the 
autonomy to set the level of the fee 
assessed each student 

The SPA compromised on some 
issues, such as giving up majority 
student representation on the IRA 


allocation committees. The SPA was 
attempting to work within the political 
realities of the system while protec- 
ting student concerns 

Th student financial officers held 
their own two day conference where 
they decided to meet again in 
Pomona'during the SPA meeting next 
month. They also began discussion of 
the possibility of establishing a per- 
manent statewide student financial 
officers association 

The SPA dea!t with a host of issues 
concerning student activities The 
group passed a resolution declaring, 
“Orientation programs for incoming 
Students are woefully inadequate at 
many campuses in the CSUC 
system.” The SPA called for in- 
creased funding and more student 
government involvement in orien- 
tation programs for incoming 


Expert to lecture on 
catastrophe theory 


Dr. Christopher Zeeman, Profes- 
sor in the Mathematics Institute at the 
University of Warwick in Coventry, 
England will give an illustrated lec- 
ture entitled “Catastrophe Thoery: its 
Applications to Engineerng and 
Psychological and Social 
Phenomena” on Friday, Oct. 28 at 11 
a.m. in the Little Theater. Admission 
will be free of charge and is spon- 
sored by the CSUS Distinguished 
Visiting Scholars Committee 

Zeeman is one of the world’s 
foremost experts on catastrophe 
theory in mathematics and its ap- 
plications to practical situations. 
Catastrophe theory belongs to the 
bra nch of mathematics known as 
topology and deals with the represen- 
tation of discontinuous events (e.g., 
the sudden buckling of a girder under 


Stress) by certain geometrical 
shapes; it depicts the “catastrophes” 
as “peaks,” “slopes,” “troughts,” 


“cusps,” and “pleats” on the surfaces 
of these shapes. 

Zeeman has been instrumental in 
applying these mathematical 
concepts to the biological! and social 
sciences. “Catastrophe theory is a 
major step toward making the inexact 
sicneces exact,” .. . and he claims 
that with these modeis we will be able 
to make precise forecasts of events or 
behavior far superior to what is 


presently possible. He has used the 
theory to predict the sequence and 
number of cells that suddenly 
differentiate in amphibian embroyos, 
to determine the best time for ad-

Rape is a violent crime. Bender em- 
phasized that sexuality is not the is- 
sue. The purpose of rape, she said, is 
for one individual to have complete 
dominance over another 

Bender went on to explain that 
wher women say rape cannot happen 
to them, “we're making assumptions 
about ourseives and another person 
we don't even know or know anything 
about.” 

Basic facts about rape were listed 
by Bender. First, 80 per cent of rapes 
are planned. Either the site is picked 
out or the person is chosen before the 
attack. 

Secondly, many times women at 
one time or another have seen the 
rapist before the attack. Women

‘S discovery 


recalls Hoboken here

Joe Green and Dave Howe, two 
CSUS campus policemen made a his- 
toric discovery yesterday. While 
scuba diving near the Guy West 
bridge, looking for stolen items that 
may have been thrown in the river, 
they came across a tombstone 

It took six men with ropes and a 
hand truck to haul the tombstone out 
of the river. When cleaned, the 
inscription was clear: “In Memory of 
Bridget, Wife of James Gallogiy, And 
Daughter of Peter and Rose Vallely, 
Born Nov. 29, 1829, Died July 13, 
1881.” 

Lt. Norm Scarr of the campus 
police said that given the weight of 
the tombstone — estimated at about 
600 pounds — it is unlikely it was van- 
dalized from a nearby cemetery. “It 
would be difficult if not impossibie for 
two men to maneuver it,” he said, 
“although we haven't ruled that pcs- 
sibility out.” The police station 
received a phone call from alady who 
suggested that maybe Bridget 
drowned and the tombstone was 
thrown in the river as a way of burying 
her. 
Anvther possibility is that the 
tombstone fell off a vesse! ship that 


WB Zpassed the little town of Hoboken, 
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which was once established on the 
American River at the site which is 
now our campus 
During the winter of 1852. the city 
of Sacramento was submerged by a 
series of floods. in addition to render- 
ing ineffective various facilities which 
commonly were located in the back 
lots of the city, the flooded conditions 
closed off Sacramento's overiand 
supply routes 
By January 5, 1853, a new town 
and supply base arose on the high 
banks of the American River, ap- 
proximately on the site where CSUS; 
residence halls now stand. The tent 
city, called Hoboken, grew rapidly, 
and soon contained five saloons, six 
meal and lodging houses, twenty - 
four general provision concerns, 
three bakeries, four restaurants, three 
cigar stores, three dry goods stores,

it seems those who supported and produced the Right to Life rally on the lib- 
rary quad recently overlooked something. Joe Gutheinz, president of the 
CSUS United Students for life. sponsors of the rally, said the group opposes 
abortions even in rape cases. saying “the person committing the rape shouid 
be punished, but why shouid the unborn child, who is guilty of nothing 
suffer?” 

There is another person invoived in this scenario whc is not being con- 
sidered — the woman. The question can also be asked ‘Why should the 
victim, who is guilty of nothing, suffer?’ 

The woman who is a victim of rape has suffered a frightening and intimate 
attack on her person, a mental and physical trauma She must come toterms 
with the experience in her own way with all of her personal resources and 
those of society But her decisions of how to cope cannot be made for her 

If the rape has resulted in pregnancy, the trauma is even more far - reaching 
She is faced with an anguished decision An abortion may continue the horror 
of the experience for her. or it may be a welcome end to her victimization But 
she must look into herself, evaluate, question, and somehow reach a decision 
It should be her decision to make. with all options open to her bearing and 
keeping the child. giving it up for adoption, or having an abortion 

Where were women in last week's rally? A male representative of United 
Students for Life opened the rally. followed by the featured speaker, Assem- 
blyman Alistair McAllister A maie CSUS government professor also spoke 
and the announcement of the voter initiative advocating outlawing public - 
funded abortions was made by the male president of United States for Life 
Women were found in the audience, some holding picket signs !n protest 
Several walking by on their way to c.ass stopped to make supportive comments 
to those holding the signs 

The «tecision to seek abortion is a very personal one which ultimately rests 
with eac woman She must have free choice. considering carefully all options 





There are many women’s organizations in the United States who have 
worked for many years to gain “equal rights’ One of the main issues these 
organizations have dealt with is a woman's right to abortion With all their hard 
work and societal improvements there is now an organization (United States 
for Life) working to defeat this hard earned progress. The USL cails abortions a 
form of barbarism Without modern technolgoy abortions wou!d be 
barbaric Modern technoiogy has provided us with forms of abortion and birth 
control that are relatively safe and provide few dangers to the woman | don't 
call that barbarism Being a woman | have had many experiences with 
gynecologists. They al! form the concensus that an abortion is physically less 
traumatic than going through an entire pregnancy 

The question will soon be put to the public, but most of the publicity is “pro - 
life.’ | call for all women and pro - women’s movements to openly fight this is- 
sue again.

By writing a dis- 
torted version of events he created a 
serious incident which gained him 
notcriety. Unfortunately in so doing, 
he injured people's careers, attacked 
freedom of speech, and damaged the 
university's reputation. His editorial 
of Oct. 14 again tries to create news 
through distortion of actual events. 
This time the results of his writing 
could be an unfortunate increase in 
racial misunderstanding. | hope that 
in the future the Hornet editors res- 
trict themselves to reporting on the 
news and editorializing.

Bad checks cost 
Hornet Foundation

The Hornet Foundation bookstore 
On Campus Is big business Being big 
business, it is in for big losses from an 
all - to- common source’ bad checks 

The total of checks returned to the 
Hornet Foundation financial office for 
non sufficient funds. during the 
month of September alone was 
$4,881 81 Coupled with the $234 in 
bad checks from August, more than 
$5,000 in bad checks has been 
returned 

Jean Strickland, an accountant in 
the Hornet Foundation office, said 
much of the money will be collected 
but every year there is considerable 
write - off of checks that are not suf- 
ficiently funded. For the 1976-77 year 
$1,250 was lost to bad checks 

To collect a returned check, the 
Hornet Foundation office phones and 
sends notices to the writer The 
procedure is repeated as many as 
four or five times if there is no res- 
ponse. Checks that aren't taken care 
of by the writer are put into a “dead” 
file in hopes he or she will sometime 
provide the sufficient funding The 
file includes checks that date back to 
1973 

The Hornet Foundation office also 
tries to re - deposit the check. but no 
legal action is taken against the writer 
of the check 

There just isn't enough time to 
follow up on every check,” Strickland 
said, ‘and we don't have a person to

It had all the ingredients for a 
close, hard fought battle 

Defending FWC cross country 
champion Davis had already lost to 
the Hornets in the CAI Aggie in- 
vitational. Now, two weeks later, the 
Aggies seemed ready —-at least to the 
Hornets 

But the Hornet's were also ready 
After a decisive win over defending 
Division Ill champion Humboldt, the 
CSUS harriers were looking to 
forward to their meeting with the 
reigning champs of their own 
division 

Then, in mid - week, the Hornets 
top three runners took ill, unable to 
run in the upcoming meet with the 
Aggies. Jim White, Art Baudendistel, 
and Mike Garrett all planned to watch 
their teammates from the sidelines in 
what could have been the most 
competitive race the Hornets have 
seen this season 

The Hornets arrived in Davis last 
Saturday morning and soon realized 
they had nothing to worry about. 
Three of the Aggie’s top runners were 
absent, along with several other 
strong contenders. After running half 
the race with nothing but gold out in 
front, the Hornets coasted to an easy 
18-52 victory. Only two UCD runners 
managed to place in the top ten. 

“t found out the real scoop later on 
after the race,” revealed coach Hit- 
chceck. The missing Davis athletes 
had run in a non - conference road 
race the same morning, 

“Maybe they just didn't want to get 
beat psychologically,” speculated 
Hitchcock, explaining that an un- 
successful all - out effort now, just 
two weeks before the FWC cham- 
pionship meet, could lower team 
morale considerably. 

“We brought our hest, but they 
faited to give us any real 
competition,” he added. 

Hitchcock also noted that the

The San Francisco based rock band emulated every sexual

Eddie Harris performed last Friday 
and Saturday nights at Cassady’s in 
Davis Comedian Bruce Baum 
opened the show 

Baum was not as funny as he was 
silly. Forexample, offering off the wall 
humour, he told Henny youngman 
jokes while throwing himself in the air 
and bouncing off the wall. As a first 
reaction, the audience laughed. But 
they had come to see Eddie Harris 
and they didn't conceal their 
preference. Baum, however was no 
amateur and seemed undaunted by 
the hecklers who comprised a large 
segment of the audience 


To say Eddie Harris and his three 
member band played a couple of in- 
novative jazz tunes would be an 
understatement. Harris does not play 
music, he makes music 


His sound system looked too large 
for Cassady's contained night club, 
but Harris had the system and the 
sound weil under his controi. He is 
noted most for his pioneer efforts in 
the use of elect 4nic amplification in 


jazz. He is a musician of exceptional 
talent who is constantly seeking and 
exploring new approaches in his 
musical expression 

in his solo saxophone numbers 
Harris created audio illusions by 


Most of The Tubes material was 
from the group's three current 
albums. !Inciuded were Tubes stan- 
dards “Don't Touch Me There,” a 
motorcycle mondo bondage love af- 
fair between Waybil!l and nymphette 
Re Styles, “Space Baby,” a futuristic 
space epic complete with outerspace 
jump suits and slow motion 
choreography, and “What Do You 
Want From Life,” The Tubes satire on 
materialism 

However, it was not until halfway 
through their set when Waybill 
appeared as the infamous Quay 
Lewd, that the audience began to ap- 
preciate the unique talents of The 
Tubes 

Dressed in 18 - inch platform heels 
and very little else, Waybiii pranced 


around stage playing an extremely 
dversized guitar through a half dozen 
more songs before their testimonial 
White Punks On Dope.” 


It was these last six songs in which 
The Tubes not only displayed thei: 
nusical talents, but also their sense of 
ywumor. During one song, a put down 
3N punk rock, Waybill boasted to the 
srowgd, “| was punk before you were 
ounk " There was also a take - off on 
the theme song from the television 
show “Peter Gunri” and a beautifully 
choreographed version of Frank 
Sinatra's “This Town 


The Tubes is a difficult group to 
analyze. Fee Waybill is an ac- 
complished singer, dancer. actor and 
sommedian and there 's no better 


-onga player around than Mingo 
Lewis. But just when you think The 


Tubes are about to seriously display 
‘heir talents, they go off on a por- 
\ography rampage and make fools of 
hemselves 


If The Tubes would just cut out al! 
»f the two - bit North Beach por- 
‘ography they would be a lot better 
off 

Preceeding The Tubes outburst 
was the Greg Kihn Band. The four 
pieced Berkeley based group 
struggled through 45 minutes of 
jagged hare rock tunes Although 
Kihn occasionally played a decent 
guitar solo, most of their set was 
marred by amplification and feed- 
back problems 
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Jazz master Harris 
captivates Cassady’s 


multiplying his own sound elec- 
tronically to the sound of two and 
three at varied scales 

Harris moved steadily between the 
keyboard and saxophone throughout 
his performance. The bass guitarist 
added his own touch to the Harris 
electronic formula along with 
guitarist Ron Muldron and drummer 
Bob Crowder 

The musical mood and range the 
Harris band created varied from 
beebop deluxe to sleek/cool jazz. For 
the most part Harris performed his 
own innovative music. He did offera 
couple jazz interpretations of popular 
music. But with the electronic ex- 
travaganza, any recognition was like 
a haunting deja-vu 


One of the rare vocals, “That's 
Why (You're Overweight)” a mock 
blues number was a definite pleaser 

One can't help noticing a 
significant difference between a jazz 
crowd and any other crowd. The at- 
mosphere is intent, sophisticated, 
and the fans are quite dedicated. For 
an outsider they seem to comprise a 
subculture 

Toward the end of the set Harris 
beckoned the audience to react 
Evidently, the dedicated applause 
was not enough. “If most of you don't 
recognise this material it's because 
you haven't bought the records. Let's 
see some life out there,” Harris said

A lot of us saw older sisters cry 
when Elvis Presley died a few months 
ago. Then we watched our mothers 
shed tears when Bing Crosby suc- 
cumbed. But fate finally hit us after 
the news came that Ronnie Van Zant 
was killed in a plane crash. 

In four quick years, Van Zant led 
Lynyrd Skynyrd out of the dreary 
nightclub scene of Jacksonville, 
Florida to become one of Arnerica’s 
most popular combos. Besides pull- 
ing the talented trick of producing 
both AM and FM airplay, the boys 
were selling out concerts throughout 
the nation. 

Thousands have envied the triple 
guitar attack of Lynyrd Skynyrd sup- 
plemented by an incredible keyboar- 
dist. Two of the guitarists, Allen 
Collins and Gary Rossington, 
rocketed their duel attacks in 
numbers like “Freebird,” “Sear- 
ching,” “Working for MCA” and “That 
Smell.” 

Likewise Billy Powell needed no 
mentor after a good night on the 
keyboards banging out solos in “Cail 
Me the Breeze” and “Tuesday's Bone” 


while recently added Steve Gaines 
played an overwhelming slide guitar 
on “T for Texas.” 

With Leon Wilkinson on bass and 
Artimus Pyle keeping time on drums, 
the band featured a talented lineup. 

But it was Van Zant, his 
songwriting, vocals and ubiquitous 
act on stage who left crowds 
screaming. His rowdy, good - time 
partying and rambling lyrics we iden- 
tified with were excellently put to 
music by the finest American band. 

However, America’s finest might 
be part of the past following the piane 
crash that killed Van Zant, Gaines, 
and four other peopie. 

The death of Van Zant is depres- 
sing as was the passing of Duane 
Allman and Berry Oakley of the 
Aliman Brothers Band. But as Greg 
Aliman remarked after burying his 
brother, “The show must go on.” 

Hopefully the surviving members 
will take the cue and continue to per- 
form, especially since the remaining 
lineup is quite impressive. 

Should Lynyrd Skynyrd carry on 
as did ABB, we will ali have another 
example of determination to look up 
to. Goodbye, Ronnie and Steve, we 
will miss you.

They came for the memories 

A reunion of Crosby, Stills and 
Nash occured last weekend when the 
trio swept the Bay Area with a sold - 
Out weekend of concerts at the 
Oakland Coliseum Arena 

Following the 1977 release of their 
first album since the trio first 
collaborated eight years ago, CS & N 
treated the older audience toa refined 
act featuring both old and new tracks 

Backed by the competent rhythm 
section of Joe Vitale on drums, 
Deorge Perry on bass and Ken 
Vouvard on organ and piano, the 
group played for over two and a haif

“Long Time Gone" brought the 
electric set to a close. Crosby, ob- 
viously enjoying himself, cajoled, 
kidded and smiled through the whole 
show as he showed his twelve string 
rhythm capabilities strumming in his 
loose t - shirt and cords. The 32-23 
loss Sunday to the Bill Graham crew 
in a softball game caused him to 
remark ‘they cheat 

Apprehension filled the air during 
the short intermission, as the crowd 
waited for the acoustic set to begin 
The famous performers were back, 
with Still's guitar in hand. The quick 
chords of the introduction to “Suite 
Judy Blue Eyes” brought cheers from 
the audience as Crosby motioned for 
silence while sharing a microphone 
with Nash to produce beautiful vocal 
harmonies and Spanish verse

Stills departed and left the crowd

The Old Eagle Theatre in Old -

and a good portion of the cast happen 
to be CSUS alumni, so it's a distinct 
pleasure to report that they've done 
well. 

Robert Irvin, who previously 
directed CSUS Summer Repetory 
Theatre performances, has finally 
brought a professional acting troupe 
to Old Sacramento. Rather than ex- 
pecting Pollardville melodrama his 
company provides some fine acting 
with quality subject matter. 


Light Up the Sky is a humorous 
Presentation that pokes fun at the 
theatre profession by showing what 
* opening night jitters can do to people. 


* The characters are all portrayed as 
" typical case studies; the bitchy super 


- star, her hard - nosed stage mother, 
the overly sensitive director, the rich 


" but tasteless producer, and the 


* dreamer - idealist playwright. 


The action revolves around 


everyone's enthusiasm for the play 
until they realize it might be a"bomb” 
after opening night 

This is when the backbiting and 
accusations begin in earnest. By the 
time everyone is alienated and look- 
ing for a way out, they find the critics 
consider it a hit. From this point on, 
they revert to their original natures 
arid-the love flows. 

Miriam Gray, as Irene Livingston, 
is a very believable super - star. She is 
a busty mix between Bette Midler and 
Ethel Merman. Leslie Cockayne, as 
Carlton Fitzgerald the overly sensitive 
director, is brilliant with his “! couid 
cry” routine. Nancy Bringhurst, as the 
producer's brassy wife, is, as usual, 
the show's scene stealer. She is noth- 
ing less than excellent in her role. 
Ross Modlin, another local favorite 
and CSUS alumnus, is as profes- 
sional as ever in his protrayal of the 
idealist playwright.

The social conciousness of the late 
sixties which marked the creation of 
this band was exhibited as “Wind on 
the Water” was played against a 


backdrop of Jaques Cousteau 
footage of dolphin and whale 
slaughter 


The acoustic guitars were retired 
and the volume was raised as Crosby, 
Stills and Nash prepared to do what 
they do best — play. “Deja Vu" started 
the third and final set 


Another new song “Fair Game’ 
written by Stills, dealt with his most 
popular subject, sex. Crosby ad- 
mitted he enjoyed this sexual song 
Saying, “| spend 60 to 70 per cent of 
my conscious waking time thinking 
about sex.” “Military Madness” 
followed leading the way for “Carry 
On." It was evident that the sharing of 
leads and melodies was developed 
from years of playing together and a 
love for clean rock and roll 


The 10,000 member crowd was on 
their feet clapping and demanding an 
encore. After two minutes, the level of 
volume was deafening but was effec- 
tive as the famous group took the 
stage again 


“Wooden Ships” and “Teach Your 
Children” gave the crowd what they 
asked for. The contented faces seen 
on the way out made it clear that 
Crosby, Stills and Nash had the spark 
necessary to leave a crowd in a 
euphoric state

A sell - out crowd of 2,200 people 
Packed Berkeley's Zellerbach 
Auditorium last Friday night to 
witness a hurricane, whipping 
through the concert hall. Jazz vocalist 
Al Jarreau initiated the hurricane 
before a very receptive audience 

Since his major European success 
in 1975, when Jarreau played to stan- 
ding room only audiences in nearly 
every major country on the continent 
and was named Germany's Outstan- 
ding Male Vocalist of the Year, the 37 - 
year - old musician has been amas- 
sing a large following in the United 
States 

His performance was nothing 
short of a magic show, captivating the 
audience with a speil - binding array 
of jazz, soul, and easy humor. Jarreau 
interpreted the songs of various 
contemporary artists such as Leon 
Russell's “Rainbow in Your Eyes” and 
the Wheat/Louyhborough standard 
“More Than Anything,” but relied 
mostly on his original compositions 
The highlight of the night came with 
his encore performance of “We Got 
By,” his best known work to date. 

Unique in his style, Jarreau is able 
to imitate skillfully the sounds of 
trains, birds, rushing tides and torren- 
tial rains. A one - man symphony, he 
also produces the smooth, flowing 
breeze of a flute, the rich, deep moans 
of a cello, the rapid beat of a conga 
drum, and more readily the broad 
range of the saxophone. Theatrically, 
his hands are in the constant motion 
of a mime, visually creating the im- 
pact of the instruments he portrays. 
So smooth are the transitions from 
one to the other the listener is not

When presented with 
a large flower during a pause between 
numbers, he asked for the audience's 


indulgence while he “ just stood 
and grinned for a moment.” Jarreau 
seems to be taken back by his great 


Success i!pon completion of his 
present tour in California this week. 
Jarreau and his group will be off for 
another engagement in Germany 
Asked after the show if he had 
changed his musical direction any 
since his last triumph in Germany, he 
replied, “Basically no. I've added 
some new material but my style and 
direction is pretty much the same. | do 
grow, through, and expand, as my 
audience response does.” 

Judging by the response he 
received in Berkeley, it is easy to 
understand why the Europeans 
regard him as the best. 


Prize winning poet's 
works read on campus

“A Day with Pablo Neruda” was 
presented last Friday as a bilingual 
poetry presentation in the University 
Union. 

Pablo Neruda was the Nobel Prize 
Winner for Literature in 1971, after 
Publishing 21 books of poetry from 
1925 to 1970. Neruda was born in 
Chile in 1904 and died shortly after 
the Allende government (which had 
appointed him Ambassador to 
France . was overthrown by a military 
junta in 1973. 

The New York Times Book Review 
called Neruda “the most prolific, in- 
fluential, and inventive poet of the 
Spanish language”. 

The crowd that came to listen to 
Neruda’s poems read in both Spanish 
and English obviously agreed, ap- 
plauding often, and voicing their ap- 
provai. 


Olivia Castellano, who looks more 
like a movie star than an English 
teacher, was the organizer of the 
event as well as a reader. Her in- 
flections and tone were so musical it 
Gidn’t matter if you understand the 
spanish dialect. 


“A Few Things Explained”, by 
Neruda, began “You are going to ask, 
where are the lilacs?” and ended with 
“Bandits Came From the Sk i 

y to Kill 
the Children, Come and See the 
Blood in the Streets.” 


More cheerful quotes from 
Neruda’s poems were; “I'd like to 
Speak with the Rabbit, | love its randy 
habits", “Tomatoes are the stars of 
the Earth”, and, in my favorite, called 
“Walking Around,” he begins, “I think 
I'm tired of being a man”. 


A film about Neruda’s life and a 
display of his books concluded a 
thoroughly enjoyable afternoon.

Cooperate with John Olmstead 
RPMA aids handicapped trail

Volunteers from the CSUS 
Recreation and Parks Majors As- 
sociation (RPMA) sponsored an out- 
ing last weekend to promote the 
construction of a trail for use by han- 
dicapped people 

The outing produced over 50 
volunteers, all of them from RPMA 
Mitch Thomson and Doug Schone 
RPMA members, organized the out- 
ing In cooperation with John 
Oinistead, a naturalist who has hopes 
of committing over 200 miles for use 
by handicapped people of a transcon- 
tinental walking trail to New Jersey 

The trail, once an old mining canal 
located in the heart of the old goid 
country of Northern California. is 
located five miles north of Nevada 
City on Highway 49 Olmstead's 
“South Yuba River Full-Access Pro- 
ject’, also known as the Excelsior Dit- 
ch, was one of two leading systems cf 
hydraulic mining in Nevada County 
Water came trom Deer Creek and the 
Yuba River to fill the 105 - mile-long 
ditch, which was developed by im- 
migrant Chinese labor during the 
gold rush of the 1850's 

The completion of this trail will 
allow many physically handicapped 
persons a chance to experience the 
outdoors something previously 
denied them. When finished, this trail 
wiil be the first of its kind in the United 
States

Located at the Placement Center is 
a Career Information Library which 


houses directories, Occupational 
Trend Information recruitment 
material, and job listings. Campus 


interviews are also arranged for 
CSUS students and alumni 

In the last four years the Placement 
Center has changed its focus and 
direction considerably. Four years 
ago it was just that a placement 
center. Mitchell suggests that in the 
past the job market wasn't as tough as 
it is today. Graduating students just 
come in looking for a prospective em- 
ployer and usually found one 

Now, well planned preparation is 
needed for today’s intricate and diver- 
sified job market. Mitchell believes 
that it should begin in junior high 
school. But he regrets that it usually 
doesn't 

“Students who arrive here should 
start paying attention to ‘where am | 
going?’ They should sound outall the 
resources on campus — faculty and 
other students —- we are a party to 
that process.” 

Because of his involvement with 
the job market, Mitchell has some 
interesting insight into the changing 
trends. Technology is peaking 
Energy, environment, and the service 
industries are hot areas for the 
present and future 

“With more and more leisure time 
in Our society the service areas are

good for the career person of the 
80's ' 

When asked if he feels that college 
's really necessary for today's job 
market, Mitchell doesn’t hesitate 
“Absolutely. Unemployment for 
college graduates is no where near 
that of the Diue collar worker. Unem- 
ployment for the graduate is ex- 
tremely low.” 

The latest nationa! survey taken 
covering college graduate em- 
ployment did show a marked im- 
provement. In fact, it showed the 
highest level of employment in this 
category for the Seventies 

The College Placement Council, 
with which CSUS participated, 
revealed an increase in college rec- 
ruiting activity In the academic year 
1976-77 at the Bachelor's level there 
were 41 per cent more offers than the 
year previous, the Master's degree 
volume was up 43 per cent, while the 
Doctoral degree increase was 33 per 
cent 

All employer groups in the survey 
contributed to the increased activity 
Those making the most offers were 
aerospace, electronics, and 
instruments, public accounting, pet- 
roleum, and chemicals 

One trend was reversed. For the 
first time in _cverai years, the increase 
in job offers to women bachelor's 
degree graduates was lower than for 
men. Since there are so few women in 
engineering majors, this adversely 
affected their overall volume in- 
crease 


Klu Klux Klan knights begin 
south California border watch

The knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
will begin to patroi the border in 
Southern California this week to keep 
out illegal aliens from Mexico. 


The KKK plans to send between 
500 and 1,000 klansmen to patroi the 
border whether or not they get official 
support from the governor's office. 

“No one is doing anything about

Pep Squad files complaint 
regarding coach’s behavior

Members of the CSUS Pep Squad 
recently filed a complaint regarding 
Soccer Coach Zingale's behavior 
during an incident in the Field House 
Locker room, Sept. 24. The incident 
has prompted President James Bond 
to investigate the complaints. 

According to Pep Squad members, 
Zingaie destroyed decorations which 
the Pep Squad had hung up in the 
locker room for the Hornet football 
team. Zingale allegedly also used foul 
language when telling the squad 
members to leave the locker room. 


Pep Squad members say they are 
“stunned and bewildered” over the in- 
cident which occurred when the 
soccer team returned from a game in 
San Francisco. 

According to the Pep Squad, 
Zingale used “rude remarks” when he 
told the girls to clear the area, even 
though Zingale was told the squad 
members had permission to decorate 
the locker rooms. 

Zingale was denied tenure last 
year and is currently on probation as 
@ result of his allowing an ineligibie 
player to participate in a CSUS soccer 
game. 


Grand Wizard of the Ku Kiux Klan in 
a press conference Thursday at the 
Metro airport Executive Hotel, while 
anti - KKK protesters chanted “Death 
to the Fascists” outside of the suite. 

Duke contends that illegal aliens 
are on the welfare rolis and are taking 
American's jobs. Duke makes it clear 
when he talks about Americans, who 
is is talking about. “America is fun- 
damentally white,” says Duke, 
because “minorities weren't the foun- 
ding force of this country.” 

Duke came to California to seek 
State support of the klan patrol. Ac- 
cording to Duke the national head of 
the KKK would support legisiation 
banning Jewish and Third World im- 
migration, moves to keep homosex- 
uals out of the teaching profession, 
and a “volunteer separation” of 
minorities from whites. Duke feels 
integration is “causing violence” and 
abhors the government “forcing 
integration.” 

How far are the KKK willing to go? 
“Until the national guard forces us 
out,” Duke said. 


RPMA. in conjunction with Ca! \for- 
nia’s Burear of Land Management 
(BLM). began work on the trail The 
many volunteers were broken down 
into Crews, some using BLM tools to 
remove weeds such as Scottish 
Broom, while others leveled the ex- 
panding trail, making it easier to 
travel on Groups began scavenging 
for timber to make side - railing sup- 
port for blind individuals) Some 
RPMA members removed sand from 
the trail. eliminating hazardous 
traveling for those limited to 
wheelchairs. These persons worked 
through the day, resting only for a 
brief lunch 

The next day was devoted to 
rerouting a streambed apong the east 
side of Highway 49. as well as the dis-

PASAR sponsors ‘Beat the 
Burnout and other group talks

Do you lose energy or enthusiasm 
before finishing an important pro- 
ject? Maybe you would like to change 
your lifestyle but lack the initiative to 
do so. Having trouble expressing 
your true feeiings? If the answer is 
“yes” to any of the questions above, 
you might be interested to know that 
Programs for Adult Students Ad- 
mission and Reentry (PASAR) spon- 
sors group discussions Mondays and 
Tuesdays on 
meetings are led by Lynn Koretz, 
Masters in Social Work intern at 
CSUS. She'is doing her fieid work 
with PASAR and specializes in 
constructing workshops and poetry 
reading relating to human behavior 
and problem solving. 

The three workshops she con- 
ducts are “Beat the Burnout,” 
“Changing Lifestyles,” and “Rwvac- 
tions to poetry” in JJ5 in the tem- 
porary buildings across from the 
University Union. 

In her “Beat the Burnout” 
workshop, Koretz gives her atten- 
dants the tools to avoid becoming a 
“burned out” person. She does this by 
helping her participants establish 
their priorities, and teaches them ex- 
citement techniques for putting 
“some sparkle” into their lives. These 


these topics. The. 


techniques are littie unusual exer- 
cises or things to keep life from get- 
ting boring. Kroetz’ own technique to 
make her look forward to something 
she dislikes might be to write a term 
paper while eating a steak dinner. 
Everytime Kroetz has to write a term 
Paper, she can aiso look forward toa 
steak dinner. She may spend as long 
as four hours at a restaurant finishing 
her term paper. 

Kroetz’ “Changing Lifestyles” 
workshop involves three things, get- 
ting in touch with yourself on things 
you like and dislike, how to make 
changes of the things you dislike 
about yourself, and protecting the 
people that may be affected by 
changes in your lifestyle. 

The “Reactions to Poetry” 
workshop involves getting in touch 
with your attitudes and feelings. 
Kroetz uses poeiry to determine 
someone's attitudes by getting him to 
listen to his feelings about different 
things. 

Kroetz received her B.A. in 
Sociology at the University of Virginia 
and minored in French and Music. 
She likes to give poetry readings with 
“a social message” and set them to 
music. 

Some of her social 
readings have been on alcoholism, 
lifestyles and being your own woman. 

Roger Slagle is another intern and 


counselor at PASAR. His primary 
duties are reentry and personal 
counseling, and handling public 
relations for PASAR. Slagle's rec- 
ruitment efforts will be aimed at 
minority and poverty stricken com- 
munities and senior citizens. “With 
the setbacks of the Bakke decision, 
we have to work harder,” said Slage. 
He plans to do lots of outreach work 
in what he calis “oppressed com- 
munities.” 


Slagle will be developing a 
concept of “Communicating with Art” 
workshop which involves expression 
through art. Slagle will also develop 
techniques for trusting people by us- 
ing art as the main factor. Such a 
technique might involve a student 
attempting to draw a scene or event 
without actually seeing the subject he 
is drawing. He would have to rely on 
Slagle for instructions and directions 
of how the scene should look. Slagle 
believes in “the power of art for social 
and personal growth.” Slagle 
received his B.A. in Social Science at 
CSUS in 1975. He practices and gives 
Raga Yoga lectures at Cosumnes 
River College, is a professional artist, 
a Spanish speaking volunteer 
counselor for Conciilio and former 
social worker for the Department of 
Health, and a Masters in Social Work 


intern at CSUS.
